The main benefits of the amendments to the Patent Act are to 
harmonize Canada's patent practices with those of most industrialized 
countries, to speed the transfer of technological information, to provide 
an administrative procedure for the re-examination of issued patents , and 
to simplify patenting procedures both for the applicant and for the 
Patent Office.

Absolute Novelty and Grace Period: The underlying fundamental requirement- 
for an invention to be patentable is its novelty. Canada has been a
